A Christmas Meditation by Raymond P. Murray 


We have been long in giving Christ- part and give “glory to God in the high- 


mas its proper place in our lives. An- 


cient records testify that Telesphorus, 
valiant witness of the Lord Jesus Christ 


in Rome, was put to a martyr’s death, 


among other reasons, for insisting on 


the observance of Christ's birthday. 


When Diocletian, Roman emperor, 
blood-mad_ arch-fiend, found a congre- 
gation of believers celebrating Christ- 


amas, he had the doors and windows in 


the assembly barred to prevent escape 
and then ordered his men to set aflame 
the crowded building. Back in the Pil- 
grim days at Plymouth, Governor Brad- 
ford publicly rebuked young men who 


~ refused to work on Christmas. It took 
_ the Puritans, despite their deeply re- 


_ligious life, half a century before they 


_ permitted the observance of this blessed 


_ day. When the first Nativity celebration 
- was held in Boston, armed guards pro- 


tected the worshippers. In England, at 


_ the middle of the seventeenth century, 


_ the Lord Mayor of London rode throu oh 
the streets of the city setting fire to 


. evergreen Christmas 
_ tor a period of thirteen years the Brit-

ish parliament sat in session on Christ- 


mas day to preclude any festival ob- 


, servance. 


Even today this sacred holy day is 
being desecrated. To some it is a holi- 


day rather than a holy day; a celebra- 
_tion day more than consecration day: 
_ Christ-Mass is not a feasting for the 
“body but a festival for the soul; not a 


time of carnal carousals but of singing 


~ of Christ’s carols. Christmas means more 


_ than tinsel, decorated trees, cards, can- 
_ dies, holly, and exchanging of gifts. It 
is not celebrating one of the at least 100 


_ different dates that have been fixed as 


_ Christ's birthday. At Christmas, as the 


_ angels chant, “On earth peace, good will 


ES 


~ toward men, we too should fulfill our 


Pa 
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est.” Let us resolve with the humble 
Shepherds of old, “Let us now go even 
unto Bethlehem and see this thing which 
is come to pass.” 

Our present calendar indicates that 
the world has celebrated only 1,953 
Christmases. Let us go back to the night 
before the first Christmas dawned upon 
our world, 


The Vision of God Had Waned 

A few like Zacharias, Elizabeth, Sim- 
eon, and Anna had maintained vital con- 
tact with Jehovah but the majority had 
long since lost their clear vision of God. 
Over 400 years had elapsed since a pro- 
phet’s voice had been heard. The ap- 
pearance of true prophets is a gauge of 
the vitality of any faith. The miracle of 
the manger was “Immanuel, God with 
us.” God had become flesh and dwelt 
among us, fulfilling the ancient people's 
hopes: “Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign; behold a virgin shall 
conceive and bear a son, and shall call 
his name Immanuel.” 


Life Was Devoid of Meaning 
Three-fifths of mankind were enslaved 
to the two-fifths, Human life was on 
the par with dogs, horses, cows, and 
barnyard animals. Augustus, himself, 
owned 8,000 slaves and his wife 600. 
Women were chattel and childhood was 
scorned. In ancient Rome, the twelve 
tables, the cold-blooded legislation of 
those days, authorized fathers to aban- 
don their children or even to kill them 
if they preferred to avoid the responsi- 
bilities of rearing their own flesh and 
blood. Glance through the long treatises 
of Roman philosophy and law, the 
many thousands of lines of Latin poe- 
try—you will search in vain for verses 
that deal with the sacredness of child- 
hood. In Greece, with all its shining 
temples and intellectual brillance, we 
find teachers like Aristotle and Plato 
openly approved the brutal exposure of 
new-born children. Into that world of 
horror, where life was cheap and mean- 
ingless, Christ set in motion a move- 


ment to give dignity, purpose, and 
beauty to life. “I am come that you 
might have life and that you might 
have it more abundantly.” 


The World Worshipped Violence 
Before Jesus Came 

In the Roman Forum stood a statue 
of bronze. It was the likeness of a wolf. 
Indeed, you can still see it in one of 
Kome’s museums. Romulus and Remus, 
the reputed. founders of the Imperial 
City, are shown feeding on its wolfish 
milk. So, the children of Rome imbibed 
the spirit of the beast they worshiped, 
the snarling, ferocious wolf. 

Unfortunately, there are still many 
who worship violence. Jesus is the one 
sure remedy for war. The angel’s chorus 
is still a sure prescription for peace. 
First: “Glory to God in the highest,” 
Second: “Peace on earth,” Third: “Good- 
will toward man.” 


On the Night Before the First Christmas, 
No Effective Remedy for Sin Had 
Yet Been Found 


Among poets had appeared Homer, 
Thespis, Aristophanes, Sophocles, Euri- 
pides, Alexis, Aeschylus, yet no Christ, 
no Saviour. Among historians had ap- 
peared Herodotus, Xenophon, and Thu- 
cydides, but no Christ from whom all 
history was to date backward and for- 
ward. Among conquerors, Camillus, 
Manilus, Regulus, Hannibal, Scipio, 
Pompey, Caesar, yet no Christ who was 
to be conqueror of heaven and earth. A 
Saviour was the universal need of man. 
It Christ had not been “Immanuel, God 
with us,” He could not have been, “Jesus, 
the Saviour.” The angel’s message to 
Mary is the message of comfort for all 
peoples: “And she shall bring forth a 
son, and thou shalt call his name JESUS: 
tor he shall save his people from their 
sins.”

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DEGENERATION!

We often talk about regeneration and 
refer to the Scriptures concerning it. We 
have sought to identify regeneration 
with the new birth and the new birth 
with regeneration. The Bible lets us 
know that “Except a man be born again, 
he cannot see the kingdom of God.” 
(John 3:3) But in this article I am not 
going to write about regeneration, but 
on the more unusual topic of degenera- 
tion. Such a consideration is vital to all 
of us, for Christians at all levels and 
people in all walks of life may degen- 
erate. 

Degeneration Is Widespread 

Degeneration even enters the ranks of 
the Christian ministry. There are those 
who started out with much more prom- 
ise in the ministry, who, while they have 
not degenerated as far as their soul is 
concerned, have certainly degenerated 
in their intellect. Two cases have recent- 
ly come to my attention that illustrate 
this fact. One elderly worker confided 
to me that he feels that today elderly 
men are being laid aside and younger 
men are given their places in the min- 
istry. | have heard of another who is 
trying to find a church opening in a 
new field, for he feels that there is no 
place in his region for older men and 
that he must find a new place of min- 
istry. These are both men who have been 
prominent in the movement. There is

now no place for their ministry because 
the time came somewhere when they 
began to go over the same ground that 
they had gone over time and time again. 
As ministers of the Gospel, I fear they 
have degenerated. 


Neglect Leads to Degeneration 


God created man for progress and not 
for pleasure; He created man for activ- 
ity and not for laziness. When He 
created Adam and Eve and put them 
ia the garden He put them there to till 
and to dress the trees. God gave all 
things in the vegetable, in the animal, 
and in the human kingdom a good start 
--but it was only a good start. The fact 
that God said that man was to dress the 
trees of the garden shows that God had 
given His creation qualities which if 
applied, and experimented with, and 
utilized, might be developed. But de- 
velopment should require careful at- 
tention and effort on the part of man. 

Let me illustrate my point by some 
examples from gardening. We all know 
that in the growing of blackberries we 
can get much better fruitage by proper 
handling of the shrubs and the careful 
cutting away of the surplus growth. By 
skillful cutting and grafting and culti- 
vation man can enhance and advance 
the things that are under his care. A 
plant left to itself without any cultiva- 
tion degenerates and goes back to what 
has been its natural, normal order. And 
so it is with the strawberry. We have 
developed strawberries so that there 
are now many kinds. One has improved 
it_and another has developed it farther 
than the one that went before. But if 
we simply go on cultivating them year 
after year, they begin to degenerate. 
This degeneration will not happen in a 
nioment of time but gradually they will 
revert to tvpe and become again just 
like the wild strawberries from which 
they began. 

The Bible tells us not to be neglectful. 
“How shall we escape, if we neglect so 
great salavation;’ (1 Tim. 4:14). Both 
in the natural and in the spiritual we 
niust not neglect. Those who are ac- 
customed to neglecting cause their life 
to be cursed through that neglect. Neg- 
lect of one’s work, neglect of one’s stu- 
dies, neglect of proper care of one’s 
home, neglect in any line, is pathetically 
costly. All who have been guilty ought 
to purpose in their hearts “I will neglect 
no more, I will be prompt, I will try to 
be careful, I will seek to be neat, I will 
be prayerful, I will seek the face of God, 
I will put purpose in my heart and life.” 


Such a one will cease to degenerate a 
instead will develop and mature and 
become all that God would have him 


to be. 


Men May Degenerate in 
Both Body and Mind 


If we do not take proper care of our” 
bodies, our bodies degenerate and 
weakness takes the place of strength. 
If we are going to have strong and _ 
healthy bedies we have to occupy, e€x-— 
ercise, cultivate and discipline. We must 
bring our bodies into subjection to our — 
will and inte subjection to the purpose 
that we may have in regard to them. 
And just as definitely as this fact is true- 
in regard to our bodies, it is true in re- _ 
gard to all phases of our life. If we do ~ 
not occupy, utilize our abilities, plan 
and have objectives in life, we go back- i 
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ward intellectually. If this thing were i 
carried to its ultimate and nobody were 4 
to cultivate his mind for a few genera- — 
tions we would some day have a gen- 
eration of imbeciles. Men just would ~ 
not know anything at all. But God has | 
not created us that we should go back- a 
ward, He had created us that we should _ 
go forward. j 


As we survey these different areas we 
are impressed that we need to pay prop- 
er attention not only to our physical — 
needs, but also to our minds. We must 
devote ourselves to’studying that which 
is edifying. We must not forget that we 
can degenerate by paying attention to 
things which do not edify. God knows 
that there is so much today that influ-— 
ences in that direction and we must 
take care in choosing that to which we 
expose ourselves. 


In literature which we read, we do 
not have to confine ourselves entirely to 
the Bible. There are many good things 
outside of the Bible and if we are going 
to be well developed we need to read 
widely in the right kind of literature. As" 
we do so we may seek to master what 
we find there, but above all we should 
seek to be a student of the Bible that— 
we might possess it in our hearts and in 
our lives. When we study diligently 
there is within us an unconscious de- 
velopment; we may not see it but others 
will. Development is not the product of 
hit and miss, zeal today, coldness to- 
morrow. Development is the result of 
steady and regular growth and matur- 
ing. Those associated with us may not 
particularly recognize our development _ 
aud we may not particularly recognize 
it either, but when we properly apply 
ourselves, development is taking place. 


Some Men Develop 
Degenerate Consciences 
The principle still applies in our re-— 
lation to our conscience. If we neglect — 
our conscience and pay no attention to 
things it has to say, conscience degener-_ 
ates. The result is lack of respect for 
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~ law, lack of respect for responsibility, 
_and lack of respect for all accomplish- 
~ ment and all attainment and all stand- 
_ards. In all things that which is of para- 
-Ynount importance to a Christian and 
_ that which should be of paramount im- 
_ portance to those who are not Christians 
is moral development. Only in such a 
_ state can people live in friendly rela- 
tion with their own conscience. Paul, 
the apostle, furnishes us a most fitting 
example of such a character. He says, 
“our rejoicing is this, the testimony of 
_ our conscience, . . . in simplicity and 
_ godly sincerity, . . . we have~had our 
+ conversation in the world.” (2 Cor. 1:12) 
» And what’s more he says, “I exercise 
_ myself to have always a conscience de- 
oid of offence toward God, and to- 
_ ward men.” (Acts 24:16) Happy is that 
_ person who has a clear conscience! 
~~ But the Bible also tells us of an evil 
' conscience. It even goes so far as to 
_ speak of a seared conscience. There is 
“such deafness and neglect when con- 
“science speaks and there is cause to feel 
_ conviction, that, finally the conscience 
- has become so subdued and so seared 
that we can do things which are dras- 
tically unfitting and still get along with 
cur conscience. There are those who can 
-erdorse sin and practice evil without 
any compunction of conscience. If we 
do not cultivate our soul, it degenerates 
and our spiritual life goes backward. 
‘Therefore it is necessary that we always 
and at all times continue to cultivate 
our spiritual life. 


4 No Movement Can Thrive 
if Its Members Degenerate 


_ Whatever may be the circumstances 
ot our life, let us purpose within our 
_ heart that by the grace of God we are 
- proud to serve Him, we are proud to do 
_ His divine will, and that we will not 
_ degenerate physically, mentally, mor- 
ally, or spiritually. And if that should 
be so with regard to all the believers 
that are in our fellowship, then the 
‘yuovement will continue to be a move- 
ment for God. Any movement that de- 
_ generates and that has degenerated, has 
“done so because of the degeneration of 
those who constitute that movement. 


Some of us have not degenerated in- 
 tcllectually, but we have degenerated 
' spiritually. We do not want our move- 
~ ment to degenerate spiritually! If we put 
sa much attention on the intellectual 

end on the system and on the human 
ability by which we are able to put 
“things across that we depend upon those 
_ things to the neglect of spirituality, then 
we will go like all the other movements 
have gone before us. We need to say, 
- “God, with all the means at our com- 
mand that we want to use to the fur- 
therance and advancement of thy king- 
~ dom, help us that they may not destroy 
our life of prayer, our life of keeping in 
cs Sa 
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touch with Thee, and our dependence 
upon the power of the Holy Spirit!” 
Growth of Character 

Resists Degeneration 


ff others who are round about us be- 
come indifferent and show it, let us not 
yield to their indifference. Let us not 
soy, Well he gets along pretty well and 
he doesn't take things seriously. I think 
I can get along well enough and not 
take things seriously.” If we begin to do 
that we all begin to go backward. Paul 
speaks about those who were in the 
Church who were “measuring them- 
selves, and comparing themselves among 
themselves,” (2 Cor. 10:12) and he de- 
clared that they were not wise. We 
have an experience, we have a God to 
serve, we have a pilgrimage, we have 
the rest of our lifetime before us, we 
have plans for the future, we have con- 
victions, and we have ideals. Let us al- 
low none of these to be taken away 
from us. When someone wants to waste 
his time let us keep busy and remember 
that we have a goal. 


May God help us-to cultivate com- 
munion with Him as our highest calling. 
There will be times of testing when all 
will be dry, but we still can get upon 
our knees and wait upon God. We may 
not utter a great number of words but 
we can express our devotion to our 
Heavenly Father. And if we will culti- 
vate communion with God, God will 
bestow upon us His presence in return. 
Scripture says concerning Enoch: “Enoch 
walked with God: and he was not; for 
God took him.” (Gen. 5:24) That is true 
communion. I am sure that Enoch did 
not go for five or six days without any 
time of prayer and waiting on God and 
that then he would start in and go like 
a thunderbolt, thinking that by waving 
bis arms over his head and making a 
lot of noise for a half-hour he was going 
to be able to catch up. Believers just do 
not catch up that way. Christian life is 
a steady walk and growth. May we 
make it a practice of our lives to have 
regular communion with our Heavenly 
Father. 


What is true of communion with God 
is true of development of character. 
Character you know, is not made in a 
day, it is the result of growth. When 
we are tempted to do things which our 
conscience and our intelligence tell us 
we ought not to do, we must say, 
“Though Vd like to do that thing very 
much so as to satisfy my flesh, yet be- 
cause it is not the way to develop Chris- 
tian character, I shall discipline myself 
and not do it. [ll bring myself into sub- 
jection to the will of the Lord.” Paul 
said, “I keep under my body, and bring 
it into subjection: lest that by any means, 
when I have preached to others, I my- 
self should be a castaway.” (1 Cor. 9:27) 
To this day, every Christian who ever 


really becomes what he ought to be, is 
a person that has made choices, disci- 
plined himself, and brought his being 
into subjection. 


God Rewards Those Who 
Will Advance 


lf we do these things we will not de- 
generate but we will advance. And 
when the pearly gates are opened wide, 
we will have an abundant entrance 
into God's everlasting kingdom. And in 
the meantime, we will have the privi- 
lege of living such a life that is real and 
a life that is happy. It will be a genuinely 
satisfying life with our heart, our con- 
science, and the Spirit of God all agree- 
ing. In such a state we can truly say, 
“thanks be to God, which giveth us the 
victory through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
(1 Cor. 15:58)

Concerning the Pastor’s Support 
4 Joseph L. Gerhart 


__ The material welfare of the Pastor 
and his family is the concern of every 
fair-minded church member. Well in- 
formed active members of a congrega- 
tion well know that the high cost of 
living is also very real to the man who 
_has pledged his time, energy and very 
_ life to the spiritual welfare of his people. 


_ The following article is taken from a 
popular Baptist publication and is print- 
ed here that we may all have a better 
understanding of the financial situation. 
It is hoped that a complete review of 
the pastor’s support will be a matter of 
' earnest and prayerful concern by each 
church in the District. If an adjustment 
is warranted — DO IT NOW! Start the 
“New Year with an expression of love 
_ and concern for his welfare. 


_ “1. Determine Your Minimum Base 
Salary. This can easily be done by sim- 
ply using the tithe (one-tenth) of the 
income of twelve average wage earners 
in your church. The average laborer 
‘throughout our industrial cities earns 
_an average of $80 a week. Twelve tithers 
at $8.00 per week would be $96. Do not 
classify your pastor below a laborer. He 
‘has spent three to seven years in pre- 
_paration and the world classifies him on 
a different level and rightly so. Should 
) we do less? 

_ 2. Do Not Consider Parsonage As 
Fart of Income. If the pastor did not 
have a place to live provided by the 
‘church, he would buy a place of his 
‘own. The purchase price of a home 
would thus be a saving. Often, after a 
‘pastor has served well and when his 
days of service are over, having lived in 
parsonages, he now finds that he has no 
‘place to live. The parsonage is a con- 
venience for the church and not the 
pastor. 

8. Factually determine what it costs 
te operate and sustain the car your pas- 
tor uses. It represents an investment of 
about $2,000. May we suggest at this 
‘point that $600 a year is a bare mini- 
mum, and should not be less under any 
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circumstance. The cost often runs as 
high as $1000 a year. Do you expect 
your pastor to pay for this out of an 
already low salary? Your pastor as well 
as everyone must be liberated from fi- 
wincial stress if he is to do his best. 
If your pastor is not doing his best, per- 
haps it is because this item is not cared 
for. 

4, Retirement is an item often over- 
looked. The pastor does not have social 
security or retirement of any sort. Ninety 
percent of the people in America do. 

5. Doni Expect Him to heat that high 
ceiling 7 to 10 room parsonage. This 
item should be taken care of by the 
cburch. 

6. Your Pastor should have the privi- 
lege of attending national and_ local 
meetings of the association to which 
the church belongs. Provide an item in 
the budget for this. 

In conclusion may I present you with 
several reasons why it costs more for the 
pastor to live than it does for the aver- 
age family? Thank you. 

1. Thousands of dollars already in- 
vested in preparation for the ministry.

Strange at times are the works of our 
God, and marvelous beyond our ability 
to understand.

“per cent of the world’s population are 
women and children. Sixty-six per cent 
ot the world’s pocuauon live in the 
Orient. 


_ According to the best estimates avail- 
able there are: 300 million Roman Cath- 
olics, 130 million Orthodox Catholics, 
b= 200 ‘million Protestants. One wonders 
how many of these three groups could 
recite the simplest expression of God's 
plan of salvation. There are 310 million 
- Confucianists and Taoists, 300 million 
Moslems, 300 million Hindus, 140 mil- 
lion Buddhists, 130 million Animists, 30 
million Shintoists, and 12 million Jews. 
Growth of the various religions is heav- 
ily on the side of the non-Christian re- 
ligions, largely due to the birth rates. 
_ Protestantism barely holds its own, with 
low birth rate and inadequate propaga- 
on ot its faith. However, the three 
“Christian” groups together comprise 
over 35 per cent of the world’s popula- 
hs tion. 
Every day 230,000 babies are born; 
there are 170,000 deaths every 24 hours. 
Thus the world’s population increases 
60,000 souls a day! Of those who die 
daily, more than 100, 000 die without 
any knowledge whatsoever of Christ!

America’s Church Contributions 


In the past year Americans stretched 
church contributions to an all-time high 
of $1,296 million. This is approximately 
$25 million a week. While this figure 
exceeded by a small margin the amount 
spent on moving pictures, it fell behind 
by $50 million for our expenditures on 
cosmetics and toilet articles and came 
to only half the amount spent on tele- 
vision. 


The Current Religious Census 


The latest census of principal religions 
of the world gives the following figures: 
Protestants, 193,014,595; Roman Catho- 


lics, 421,340,901; Eastern Orthodox, 
127,629,986; Jewish, 11,303,350; Mo- 
hammedan, 315,699,103; Zoroastrian, 


124,890; Shinto, 25,000,000; Taoist, 50,- 
053,200; Confucian, 300,289,500; Bud- 
dhist, 150,300,000; Hindu, 255,715,506; 
Primitive, 121,150,999; others or no re- 
ligion 347,397,969. 


The World’s Major Languages 


What languages are spoken by the 
greatest number of people? This ques- 
tion has recently been answered in the 
Sacramento Bee paper: “Only 13 of the 
world’s languages have speaking pepu- 
lations of 50,000,000 or more. These 
languages and the approximate num- 
ber of people who speek them are: Chi- 
nese, 450 million; English, 250 million; 
Hindustani, between 160 and 200 mil- 
lion; Russian, between 150 and 200 mil- 
lion; Spanish, from 110 to 140 million; 
German, 190 million; Japanese, 80 mil- 
lion; French, 80 million; Malay, 60 mil- 
lion; Bengali, 60 million; Portuguese, 
55 million; Italian, 55 million; Arabic, 
50 million. 


More Deadly Than the Atom 


Louis King, Chaplain in the Chicago 
House of Correction, at the recent 
Moody Bible Institute week at Winona 
Lake charged that crime and _ sex-ex- 
ploitation on television are more dan- 
gerous to American youth than the 
atomic bomb. He said, “Such television 
programs cause a fever of the mind, 
tuberculosis of the heart, and cancer of 
the soul!” 


Space Travel 


Rollin W. Gillespie, one of the na- 
tion’s top rocket experts, has predicted 
space flight can become a reality within 
20 years. “It could be done in 10 or i5 
years,” he stated, “if the danger of war 
were over and the world’s best brains 
and energy could be devoted to the task 
instead of to military research.” 
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Archduke Favors Christian Principles 


Archduke Otto of Austria, in a recent 
speech before 200 members of the Shasta 
Dinner Club of Redding, called for a 
return to the principles “of Christianity 
by the western world as the best means 
of checking communism. 

“The free world needs moral stam- 
ina,” he said, “to defeat totalitarianism.” 
He added that, “the west must under- 
stand that appeasement is no. solution 
to the problem of spreading commun- 
ism,” and that, “we cannot purchase 
friends.” 


Bibles for the President's Guests 


Any guest of President Eisenhower 
can now settle down to read a White 
House Bible in his native tongue. The 
American Bible Society gave President 


and Mrs. Eisenhower Bibles in 78 lan- 


guages for the use of White House 
visitors. 

The President stated that he was glad 
to get the Bibles and that he would 
make them available to any guest who 
wanted to use them. 

The Bible continues to be by far the 
best seller of all time and it is now pub- 
lished in some 1,100 languages. This is 
true though two missionaries must work 
from six to twelve years to reduce a 
spoken language to writing and trans- 
late a Gospel. Such a process goes on 
year after year, and on the average, one 
new language is conquered each month. 
Nevertheless, according to Dr. James V. 
Claypool, secretary of the American 


Bible Society, “There is still no written 


word for 2,000 languages spoken by 
200,000,000 persons, living mostly in 
Africa and the South Sea Islands.” "The 
same authority informs us that at pres- 
ent about one-third of the people of the 
world are able to read. 


Rising Gangster Power 

Harold A. Smith, President of the 
Chicago Crime Commission has‘ said, 
“If we ignore the growing power of 
ruthless, organized criminals, we short- 
ly will find ‘them, like the Nazis, in con- 
trol of eovernment.” Smith spoke to the 
National Association of Citizens’ Crime 
Commissions, saying, “Gangsters who 
infiltrated some phases of business and 
industry were shown by the Kefauver 
committee to be virtually immune to 
prosecution by acquiring political pow- 
ex through party contributions.”

1947. The 1950 figure includes 2, 497, 208 
Bibles, 3,424,748 Testaments, and re i | 
878,271 portions. The largest percentage | 
of increase in the 1950 figure was in , 
Bibles, 1,893,910 of which were o< | 
lated in 1949, 


To arrive at the total distribution oft 
Bibles in the world, there must be add- 
ed to those circulated by the national 
Bible Societies the number of volumes” 
produced commercially. The figure is 
never released, but careful estimates in-— 
dicate that it may have reached as muele 
as 6 million during 1950. If this estun 
mate is true, the total missionary and 
commercial Scripture distribution in the — 
world in 1950 would be approximate 
28,000,000.
